Sick Baby Fund 
Aids Baby ‘S’ 


The Sick Baby Fund made hos- 
pital care available to Baby Boy 
S. with very happy results. Baby 
S., six and one-half months old, 
was critically ill; immediate’ hos- 
pitalization and remedial care 
were imperative. 

Diarrheal and nutritive disturb- 
ances in infants and very young 
children when severe enough to 
caused dehydration, constitute an 
emergency. When Baby S. was 
admitted to San Antonio Com- 
munity hospital he was in a state 
of severe malnutrition, dehydra- 
tion and anemia. Treatment was 
started immediately, efforts were 
made to stop further loss of body 
fluid, nutritive fluids were in- 
stilled, drop by drop, under the 
skin, feedings were adjusted to 
his condition and body needs, and 
medicine was administered to cor- 
rect the condition of his red blood 
cells. 

Baby S. remained in critical 
condition for several days, with 
a temperature of 104 degrees. be- 
fore he showed the slightest sign 
of improvement. He did make a 
complete recovery, but one might 
justly question what the outcome 
might have been without —hos- 
pitalization when constant nurs- 
ing care, and promptness and ac- 
curacy of treatment were of. par- 
amount importance. 


Perhaps Baby S. will never 
know, nor does he need to know, 
who his benefactors were. Pabies 
are born with certain birthrights: 
one is the right to health. Be- 
cause of the sick baby fund, which 
is private philanthropy, health 
has been restored to many in- 
fants and small children in this 
community.
